MOSCOW, May 3.—The trium- 
virate at the head ofthe Russian 
government, composed of M. Sta- 
lin, M. Kamenev, and M. Zinoviev, 
will probably be transformed into 
a directorate of four men, with 
Leon Trotzky, M. Stalin, M. Dserh- 
chinski, and M. Kamenev sharing 
the supreme power of Russia.

He 
came to this country to attend a 
meeting of the United States Slic- 
ing Machine Company at Laporte, 


“This machine was a Dutch in- 
vention and we have factories in 
England, France, Germany, Switz- 
erland and several other coun- 
tries,” said Mr. Ommeren, “and in 
order to do business in these sev- 
eral countries we must know their 
languges. In fthis country a man 
can send a salesman to San Fran- 
cisco, New Orleans, Montreal or to 
any other city, but we cannot send 
one of our salesmen from Holland 
to France or Germany—we must 
empley salesmen in each country 
who speak the language of that 
country, sO we must employ many 
more men than ff they all spoke 
the same language. 

“In my opinion, Germany has a 
good chance to come through, 
though not without much diffl- 
culty——both enmmercial and inter- 
political. One can't expect that 
there will net be some friction 
country that has been in war so 
long.

Headache is not a disease. It 
ls a symptom, a sign that some- 
thing is wrong somewhere in the 
bedy. So if you are subject to 
headaches, you should have a little 
detective work done—more than a 


little, perhaps—to locate this of- 
fending something. 

night I attended a sympo- 
sium on headaches at the New 
York Academy of Medicine. The 
first paper was entitled “Headaches 
of Nasa] Origin,” the second “Ocu- 
lar Headaches;" the third, “Head- 
aches from the Viewpoint of the 
Neurologist,” and the fourth, 
“Headaches from the Viewpoint of 
the Internist.” You can eee from 
the titles of these papers that the 
patients of all of these specialists 
have at least one common symp- 
tom. 

As is usual with all specialists, 
they feel that the particular sub- 
ject they are interested in ia the 
cause of most of the Ills man is 
heir to. You know my tendency 
to trace everything to overweight. 

After the nose man got through 
talking I decided that my friend 
who suffers from headaches must 
have some trouble with her nose. 
After the eye man got through 
talking I wasn't so sure about her 
nose, but I was sure her glasses 
needed adjustment. When the neu- 
rologiet finished her eyes and nose 
receded and I wondered what made 
her sympathetic nervous system 
unstable. And when the Internist 
got through I realized that my 
friend was wrong all over and es- 
pecially was her diet wrong. and 
she probably had eome focal infec- 
tlone and her tonsile and teeth or 
sumthin’ had to come ovt. 

I'll give you some of the high 
points of each of the papers. 

Headaches of nasal origin. A 
headache that ie a constant head- 
ache is probably of nasal origin. 
and is probably due to en inflam- 
mation either in the nose proper 
or in the sinuses (passages and 
cavities leading from the nose.) 
The mucous membranes may be 
swollen and the drainage stupped. 
The headache in this case is due 
to the pressure en the nerves as 
well as to the toxic absorption. 

This type of headache may be 
dull and thro?.-bing. or a combina- 
tion of the two, and the severity of 


the pain depends upon the com-

dizziness, insomnia and melan@ho- 


pression on the nerves. They are 
apt to be worse in the morning 
and may disappear five to six 
hours later. 

The poit.is that are typical of 
this type of headache are: The 
pain is always in the same place, 
if only one sinus ‘s affected. The 
headaches are apt to he localized. 
If the trontal etnus (that ie, the 
sinus that is in the bone right un- 


headache will be in that locality, 
or perhaps go over to the ear. If 
the maxillary sinus (the sinus in 
the cheek bone) is afftcted, the 
headache is liable to be in the tem- 
poral region. If the cells in the 
back of the nose are affected the 
patient complains that a wedge is 
prying the nose arart. If there 
are polypoids (stemmed tumors) 
in the nose, the headaches are apt 
to be constant. 

Ocular headaches. Eye strain 
from any sort may give a frontal 
headache or a headache at the 
back of the head. Thirty per cent 
to 60 per cent of the frontal head- 
aches arc due to eye strain. A 
very slight eye strain which gives 
no symptoms at all in the eyes 
may be the cause of headache: and 


lia may be present. 

Treatment of these nasa: and 
eye headaches, is, of course, to 
have the abnormal condition cor- 
rected. A chronic nasal catarrh 
would suggest a vie'c to the nose 
and throat specialist. No trouble 
with the nose or throat would sug- 
gest a visit to the aculist or to the

Citizens to Get Request for 
Co-operation 

Menace ef Flames 
to be Asked 


Data Show Importance of 
Conservation 


District Forest Supervisor Red- 
ington this morning will issue an 
sppeal to citizens of Southern Call- 
fornia to exercise the greatest pre- 
cautions possible against forest 
and brush fires during the coming 
months. 

Supervigor Redington attended 
the reforestation meeting Iiast 
week at Mt. Lowe and with Sena- 
tor Shortridge was one of the 
principal speakers. 

“The standing timber of South- 
ern California is the most valua- 
ble in the nation,” Supervisor Red- 
ington said. “From a watershed 
standpoint its value is far in ex- 
cess of any other purpose to which 
it might be put.” 

Bome timber facts about Call- 
fornia were supplied by the forest 
official. They follow: 

California, with one-fourth of 
her original supply of timber 
gone, still has 15 per cent of all 
the remaining saw timber in the 
United States, and is exceeded only 
by Oregon. 

There are 19,196,000 acres of 
land ‘in the State capable of grow- 
ing comme,vcial timber. 

The area of virgin timbered 
lands is 15,032,000 acres, of which 
10,631,000 acres are Federal 
owned: 4,406,000 acres are pri- 
vatel- owned, and $5,000 acres are 
held by the State. 

Timber upon areas within Na- 
tional Forest boundaries will be 
eut under approved methods of for- 
estry, and these same areas can 
again be cut out in from fifty to 
seventy-five years, unless the re- 
maining stand of young timbeg, re- 
production and seed trees after 
logging are destroyed by fire. 

Fire invariably gets into cutover 
areas, and what the lumberman 
has not destroyed the flames do.
